Work with special children 
appears low on priority lists

Are most people afraid to involve 
themselves with programs for the mentally 
retarded, or simply lacking in interest? 


It is an important question, according to 
those whose apostolate lies with these 
afflicted children of our community. 


“WHERE THE mentally retarded are 
concerned, we are not dealing with large 
numbers,’’ said Terry Duffy, recent 
graduate of the University of San Diego and 
newly appointed to the CCD Special 
Religious Education Department. ‘‘So, when 
people are drawing up priorities, the 
retarded are way down the list.’’ ; 


Much of the reluctance towards involve- 
ment with the mentally handicapped arises 
from ignorance of the condition, its many 
forms, causes and treatment, as well as the 
various levels of ability and potential. 


-Children learn by observation and 
imitation, and contact with and acceptance 
by other members of society bears directly 
on the progress of trainable mentally 
retarded persons. \ 


TO LEARN social skills, the children must 
be able to experience normal social life. 


“The big term now is ‘normalcy’,’’ Sister 
Maxine Kraemer, executive director of St. 


Sister Maxine Kraemer 


Madeleine Sophie’s Training Center for 
Retarded Children, El Cajon, told the 
Southern Cross. ‘‘We try to encourage 
development to the point where a child can 
take his place in the community and in the 
public school.”’ 


The goal of the training center is to train 
the children to where they can be absorbed 
into society. ‘“‘The children who pass 
through the school are the adults of 
tomorrow,’’ she added. *‘‘Society must 
accept them and find a place for them. We 
need more community interest.”’ 


THERE IS a need, too, for counseling and 
help for parents of these children. Parents 
sometimes suffer from a sense of shame and 
embarrassment and deeply need the 
understanding and acceptance of the 
community. The difficulties and heartache of 
raising such children are seldom understood 


or appreciated by parents of ‘‘normal’’ 
children. ; 


“‘Any parent or teacher working with such 
children should join the National Apostolate 
of the Mentally Retarded,’’ Sister Kraemer 
suggested. ‘‘This is the hub of the wheel.’’ 


The national apostolate is based in 
Washington D.C., but is nationally active. In 
California, membership has jumped from 
zero to 65 in one year. The organization is 
dedicated to furthering the cause of the 
retarded, providing solidarity and ¢oordina- 
tion of effort, so that the voice of the 
retarded may be heard. 


St. Madeleine Sophie’s training center, a 
day school for retarded children from the 
ages of 15 months to 16 years, is owned and 
operated by the Religious of the Sacred 
Heart. 


EIGHT YEARS AGO, a group of Catholic 
mothers approached the RSCJ with the 
request for some form of education for their 
retarded children. The sisters bought land 
for a school, and with $15,000 raised by 
donations, built the shell of a school. 


“Tt was really a community effort,’’ Sister 
Kraemer said, ‘“‘Parents came in and made 
and hung drapes, worked on cabinets, 
painted walls and generally did what needed 
to be done.”’ 


The school started with 12 children, one

teacher and one aide. Today about 40 
students receive training care from four 


" qualified teachers, four teenage aids and two 


retarded adult aides. 


THE PRESENT facility of four units was 
built at the cost of $100,000. The money was 
raised by private donation and the dedicated 
work of the Barat Auxiliary, a group of 
parents and interested ‘‘Friends’’, and the 
Alhambrans. 


The Athambrans is a 70-year old society 
for men which makes a special apostolate of 
fund-raising for the retarded. Their activities 
this year, will include a special Christmas 
party,‘‘complete with Santa Claus,’’ after 
Mass on Dec. 10 at St. Madeleine Sophie’s 
at 7:30 p.m. 3

What salvation meant to the Jews

The second of SC’s four-part Advent series by 
Father Castelot, a Sulpician priest. An author 
and scripture scholar, he gives a new insight into 
how Jesus fulfills Old Testament prophesies in a 
way that could not have been predicted. His 
articles will replace ‘‘A time to keep’? for the next 
two weeks. 


Last week we stated the general theme that the 
sacred writers of the Old Testament expressed as 
best they could the hopes of their people for 

‘salvation and that, when those hopes became 
reality, they were realized in a way which 
immeasurably surpassed their fondest dreams. 


This, as we saw, is closer to the facts than to 
say that the prophets made predictions about the 
coming of Christ which he in turn fulfilled. Is this 
a denial of supernatural prophecy or of the fact 
that the prophets did foretell the future? By no 
means! All things are possible to God, and his 
inspired spokesmen did occasionally make 
predictions. 


I SAY ‘‘occasionally’’ because this was not 
exclusively or even predominantly the purpose of 
their mission. They were sent to address 
themselves to the ‘contemporary historical 
situation, to give God’s viewpoint on that 
situation. 


They had the thankléss task of awakening the 
consciences of the people in areas where those 
consciences had become, to put it mildly, very 
lax. They had to warn their compatriots that, if 
they didn’t change their ways, God would surely 
punish them, but if they did, he would bless 
them. 

These threats of punishment obviously looked 
to the future, but to a historically foreseeable 
future. Sad to say, they were carried out over and 
over again, with frightening accuracy. 

PROMISES OF blessings were more remote, 


more general, more vague, and they, too, were ~ 


couched in terms which reflected the actual 
historical situation. Like all promises, they were 
also hopes, hopes for salvation, hopes which we 
have come to call ‘‘messianic,’’ a term which of 
itself would have puzzled an Amos, an Isaiah, a 
Jeremiah. 


But though the term may be of modern 
coinage, the hopes were theirs; they were very, 
very real, and they looked to the future salvation 
of the people of God. 


In order to appreciate the uniqueness of Christ 


the Savior, we must form some idea of what 
salvation meant to the people from whom he 
sprang. To us the term is rich in spiritual 
connotations. It is the ultimate goal of our 
existence; eternal salvation, unending happiness 
in union with God. 


THIS WOULD have been largely unintelligible 
to the people of the Old Testament era. To them 
salvation meant liberation—from war, from 
oppression, from -injustice, from privation. 
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Positively ‘it: meant everything designated by 
‘the Good Life’’: peace, prosperity, good health, 
long life. 


Since the notion of life after death or, at least, 
of retribution in the hereafter, was either vague 
or non-existent until shortly before the Christian 
era, salvation was something to be worked out 
within the framework of the history of the people. 


The very basis of their hope for salvation was a 
historical event, God’s intervention to liberate 
them from bondage in Egypt, to form them into a 
nation, and to give them possession of the land of 
Canaan. This was the central saving act of God in 
favor of his people, and it coloréd all their 
subsequent thinking. 


FOR THEM Yahweh was, above all else, a 
saving God. And since he was also supremely 
wise, he must have had a purpose in intervening 
so marvelously in ‘their behalf. 


But what was that purpose? Different answers 
were suggested as their historical fortunes waxed 
and waned over the next 1,200 years. For the 
most part they waned, and this presented 
obvious problems. But the people never 
abandoned hope in the ultimate achievement of 
God’s purpose, whatever that purpose might be. 

Even their misfortunes were viewed in this 
light. If God frequently had to punish them for 
their infidelity, his judgment was considered a 
salutary judgment. Israel would ultimately attain 
to salvation, but it would be a new Israel, a 
restored, a purified Israel. 


THEIR IDEA of salvation itself underwent 
development, refinement, purification, even if it 
never completely broke out of its temporal, 
historical, ethnic mould. 


At first it connoted victory over their enemies, © 
peace and prosperity. This largely militant and 
materialistic notion was never completely... 
abandoned, but it did undergo refinement. Isaiah 
speaks of an era of universal peace (2:1 ff), 
justice, righteousness (32). : 

Later prophets, like Jeremiah and Ezekiel, 
peering through the gloom of*national disaster 
and exile, look forward to the restoration of the 
people under a new covenant, under the terms of 
which salvation will be realized in Yahweh’s 
dwelling in a reconstructed Temple. 


MILITANCY AND material prosperity are 
soft-pedaled (there was little prospect of either), 
and peace and joy deriving from a sincere 
acceptance of God’s will are emphasized. 

Even the narrow view of salvation in 
nationalistic and ethnic terms broadened 
somewhat. In the second part of the book of 
Isaiah, Israel is seen as having a mission to the 
nations. But even here and in Isaiah 2:1 ff 
salvation is offered on Israel’s terms and it 
implies more or less clearly the submission of the 
nations to Israel. 

But how would all of this come about? Who or 
what, under God, would be the agent of 
salvation? The answer to that question will bring 
us closer to our main subject of interest: the 
Messiah. ‘

The charge is often levelled at the 
“‘official’’ Church that it speaks in broad 
generalities, avoiding the specific issues. To 
the extent that religious teaching is concerned 
with principles and not with individual cases, 
this is_true. ; 


However, in recent weeks.we have seen 
the Church, both at national and international 
levels, speak clearly, distinctly and pointedly 
on basic issues in everyday life, from food to 
capital punishment, from birth control to 
abortion, from inflation to housing. 


Now there will be some who will say that 
the church is ‘‘meddling”’ in politics or private 
life. There will be others who will welcome this 
example of the Church’s concern for the things 
which directly affect our material lives, and 
therefore our spiritual welfare, too. 


__ We also saw our United States bishops 
resolve to show the example of fasting for two ; 
- days a week to highlight the wastefulness of the 
_ average standard of living here. 


By word and by example, the official 
leaders of the church have made it abundantly 
clear that they are aware of the troubles which 
beset us all. It is a sign we can follow.

Let it begin with me 


As women will, we were talking. ..about 
Christmas decorations in shopping 
centers, colored lights, and peace on 
earth, and feeling again that twinge of 
regret that for one more year, Advent 
finds the world still at war and people still 
at odds with one another. 


Peace on earth again seems to remain 
more a prayer and a hope than the joyful 
proclamation of the heralding angels 
around that humble manger so long ago. 


IN ALL THIS time, we have apparently 
never learned that peace is not accomp- 
lished at conference tables, but in the 
hearts of men. National leaders may 
dictate terms for the cessation of overt, 
organized hostilities, but real peace is the 
individual decision of each human being. 


If there is no peace in the world, it is 
because men are not at peace with 
themselves. We are not at peace, because 
the lessons and implications of the 
Christmas story have not penetrated fully 
to our understanding. 


Peace begins when people, individually 
and personally, take the decision to 
embrace it in themselves and in their lives 

-and_ relationships. For every. major 
military conflict, there are the small, 
individual wars we perpetrate upon each 
other—the jealousies and malice, spiteful- 
ness and selfishness, the verbal violence 
of argument and dissension. - 


FOR EVERY large scale murder, there 
are the little murders of neglect and 
rejection, the denials of attention, the 
refusal to offer love, the person-destroy- 
ing criticism and non-appreciation. 

For every national scandal of starvation, 
there is the personal self-interest, greed 
and self-indulgence. Each single deliber- 
‘ate option that acts against the well-being 
and harmony of human life and

Now is the time for those spiritual 
exercises in which we come to practice 
unselfishness. When we catch ourselves 
“wishful-thinking’’ about possible gifts we 
may receive, it is time to remind ourselves 
that it is not the receiving but the giving 
that typifies Christmas spirit. 


Planning those festive meals and 
gatherings, perhaps we may also remem- 
ber to plan some kind of assistance to 
those less privileged materially. 


REMEMBERING friends on our 
“Christmas list’’ whom we have not seen 
in so. long, we might also give thought to 
the strangers who will be alone and 
unloved, and find some way of acknow- 
ledging them. 


As we pray the prayers of this Advent 
season and anticipate the coming of the 
embodiment of love into the world, why 
not pray too, for those who wait with little 
hope, for some glimpse, some assurance 
of that love in the persons whose lives 
brush theirs—too often without real 
contact. 


It is good to be still and reflect on the 
meaning of Advent. It is good to thank 
God for his wonderful generosity and 
cherish his word in our hearts. But we 
cannot stand idle as we await the coming 
of the new life. 


LIFE, OF ITSELF, is an advent, a 
constant anticipation. of union with Christ.

We may watch and wait, but there is 
also housecleaning to be done and the 
table to be set. When all is clean and neat 
and ready, then is the time to rest and 
murmur ‘’Maranatha,’’ Come, Lord. 
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Major Vatican declaration 
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‘Procured abortion never justified in any circumstance’ 


A Declaration on Procured Abor- 
tion was issued on Nov. 25 by the 
Vatican Congregation for the Doc- 
trine of the Faith, signed by Cardinal 
Franjo Seper. Following are extracts 
from the declaration, which ran to 
approximately 6,000 words. 


The problem of procured abortion and of its 
possible legal liberalization has become the subject 
of impassioned discussions. These debates would be 
less grave were it not a question of human life, a 
primordial value, which must be protected and 
promoted. 3 


In many countries the public authorities which 
resist the liberalization of abortion laws are the 
object of powerful pressures aimed at leading them 
to this goal. This, it is said, would violate no one’s 
conscience, for each individual would be left free to 
follow his own opinion, while being prevented from 
imposing it on others. 


CHARGED WITH THE promotion and_ the 
defence of faith and morals in the universal Church, 
the Sacred Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith proposes to recall this teaching in its essential 
aspects to all the faithful. It hopes that all the 
faithful, including those who might have been 
unsettled by the contreversies and new Opinions, 
will understand that it is not a question of opposing 
one opinion to, another, but of transmitting to the 
faithful a constant teaching of the supreme 
magisterium, which teaches moral norms in the light 
of faith. 


The tradition of the Church has always held that 
human life must be protected and favored from the 
beginning, just as at the various stages of its 
development. Opposing the morals of the 
Greco-Roman world, the Church of the first 
centuries insisted on the difference that exists on 
this point between those morals and Christian 
morals. Soa 

IN THE COURSE of history, the Fathers of the 
Church, her Pastors and her Doctors have taught the 
same doctrine—the various opinions on the infusion 
of the spiritual soul did not. introduce any doubt 


- about the illicitness of abortion. 


It is true that in the Middle Ages, when the 
opinion was generally held that the spiritual soul 
was not present until after the first few weeks, a 


distinction was made in the evaluation of the sin and : 


the gravity of penal sanctions. 


Excellent authors allowed for this first period 
more lenient case solutions which they rejected for 
following periods. But it was never denied at that

time that procured abortion, even during the first 
days, was objectively a grave fault. This 
condemnation was in fact unanimous. 


THE FIRST RIGHT of the human person is his life. 
He has other goods and some are more precious, but 
this one is fundamental—the condition of all the 
others. Hence it must be protected above all others. 
It does not belong to society, nor does it belong to 


public authority in any form to recognize this right, 


for some and not for others: all discrimination is evil, 
whether it be founded on race, sex, color or religion. 


Any discrimination based on the various stages of 
life is no more justified than any other 
discrimination. The right to life remains complete in 
an old person, even one greatly weakened. It is not 
lost by one who is incurably sick. The right to life is 


__no less to be respected in the small infant just born 


than in the mature person. 


In reality, respect for human life is called for from 
the time that the process of generation begins. From 
the time that the ovum is fertilized, a life is begun 
which is neither that of the father nor of the mother: 
it is rather the life of a new human being with his 


own growth. It would never be made human if it 
were not human already. 


THE GRAVITY OF the problem comes from the 
fact that in certain cases, perhaps in quite a 
considerable number of cases, by denying abortion 
one endangers important values to which it is normal 
to attach great value, and which may sometimes 
even seem to have priority. We do not deny these 
very great difficulties. 


It may be a serious question of health, sometimes 
of life or death, for the mother. It may be the burden 
represented-by an additional child, especially if 
there are good reasons to fear that the child will be 
abnormal or retarded. It may be the importance 
attributed in different classes. of society to

. considerations of honor or dishonor, of loss of social 


standing, and so forth. 


We proclaim only that none of these reasons can 
ever objectively confer the right to dispose of 
another’s life, even when that life is only beginning. 
With regard to the future unhappiness of the child, 
no one, not even the father or mother can act as its 
substitute, even if it is still in the embryonic stage, 
to choose in the child’s name, life or death. 


THE CHILD ITSELF, when grown up, will never 
have the right to choose suicide; no more may his 
parents choose death for the child while it is not of 


an age to decide for itself. Life is too fundamental a ~ 


value to be weighed against even very serious 
disadvantages. 


The movement for the emancipation of women; in 
so far as it seeks essentially to free them from all 
unjust discrimination, is on perfectly sound ground. 
In the different forms of cultural background there is 
a great deal to be done in this regard. But one cannot 
change nature. Nor can one exempt women, any 
more than men, from what nature demands of them. 
Furthermore, all publicly recognized freedom is 
always limited by the certain rights of others. 


The same must be said of the claim to sexual 
freedom. If, one is to understand that men and 
women are ‘‘free’’ to seek sexual pleasure to the 
point of satiety, without taking into account any law 
or the essential orientation of sexual life to its fruits 
of fertility, then this idea has nothing Christian in it: 
It is even unworthy of man. In any case it does not 
confer any right to dispose of human life—even if 
embryonic—or to suppress it on the pretext that it is 
burdensome. 


WE KNOW WHAT seriousness the problem of 


birth control can assume for some families and for : 


some countries. That is why the last Council and 
subsequently the encyclical Humanae Vitae of 25 
July 1968, spoke of ‘‘responsible -parenthood’’. 


The moral discussion is being accompanied more 
or less everywhere by serious juridical debates. 
There is no country where legislation does not forbid 
and punish murder. Furthermore, many countries 
had specifically applied this condemnation and these 
penalties to the particular case of procured abortion. 
In these days a vast body of opinion petitions the 
liberalization of this latter prohibition. 


There already exists a fairly general tendency 
which seeks to limit as far as possible all restrictive 
legislation, especially when it seems to touch upon 
private life. The argument of pluralism is also used. 
Although many citizens, in particular the Catholic 
faithful, condemn abortion,many others hold that it 
is licit, at least as a lesser evil. Why force them to 
follow an opinion which is not theirs, especially in a 
country where they are in the majority? 


IN ADDITION IT is apparent that, where they still 


exist, the laws condemning abortion appear difficult 
to apply. The crime has become too common for it to 
be punished every time, and the public authorities 
often find that it is wiser to close their eyes to it. But 


_ the preservation of a law which is not applied is 


always to the detriment of authority and of all the 
other laws. It must be added that clandestine 
abortions, puts women who resign themselves to it 
and have recourse to it in the most serious dangers 
for future pregnancies and also in many cases for 
their lives. Even if the legislator continues to regard 
abortion as an evil, may he not propose to restrict its 
damage? its 


, These arguments and others that are heard are 
not conclusive. It is true that civil law cannot expect 
to cover the whole field of morality or to punish all 
faults. No one expects it to do so. It must often 
tolerate what is in fact a lesser evil, in order to avoid 
a greater one. But the life of the child takes 
precedence over all opinions. One cannot invoke 
freedom of thought to destroy this life. 


IT MUST BE clearly understood that a Christian 
can never conform to a law which is in_ itself 
immoral, and such is the case of a law which would 
admit in principle the licity of abortion. Nor can a 
Christian take part in a propaganda campaign in 
favor of such a law, or vote for it. 


On the contrary it is the task of law to pursue a 
reform of society and of conditions of life in all 
milieu, starting with the most deprived, so that 
always and everywhere it may be possible to give 
every child coming into this world a welcome worthy 
of a person. Help for families and for unmarried 
mothers, assured grants for children, a statute for 
illegitimate children and reasonable arrangements 
for adoption—a whole positive policy must be put 
into force so that there will always be a concrete 
honorable and possible alternative to abortion. 


Following one’s conscience in obedience to the 
law of God is not always the easy way. One must not 
fail to recognize the weight of the sacrifices and the 


-burdens which it can impose. Heroism is sometimes

called for in order to remain faithful to the 
requirements of the divine law. 


A CHRISTIAN’S outlook cannot be limited to the 
horizon of life in this world. He knows that during 
the present life another one is being prepared, one 
of such importance that it is in its light that 
judgments must be made. 


But this does not mean that one can remain 
indifferent to these sorrows and miseries. Every 
man and woman of feeling, and certainly every 
Christian, must be ready to do what he can to 
remedy them. This is the law of charity, of which th 
first preoccupation must always be the establish- 
ment.of justice. One can never approve of abortion; 
but it is above all necessary to combat its causes. 


-Thus the Church has in recent times insisted on 
the idea of responsible parenthood, the exercise of 
true human and Christian prudence. Such prudence 
would not be authentic if it did not include 
generosity. It must preserve awareness of the 
grandeur of the task of cooperating with the Creator 
in the transmission of life, which gives new 
members to society and new children to the Church.

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They still flock to 
confession in N.Y. 


NEW YORK—Running counter to the 


, widespread trend towards a. drop in 


confessions, St. Francis of Assisi church on 
Manhattan’s West 31st Street has for the 
past four years experienced a record boom in 
penitents. 


Father John M. Felice, OFM, pastor, said 
he attributes it ‘precisely to the confusion in 
people’s minds about when they should go to 
confession, how often, what is serious sin 
and what isn’t. 


PEOPLE STILL feel the need for contact 
with the priest in their personal life. They 
desire help in their effort to grow as 
Christians, and evidence of the Church’s 
concern for their personal problems.” 


Father Felice, at 32 the youngest 
Franciscan pastor in the Holy Name 
province, and in the Archdiocese of New 
York, said that “‘well’ over a quarter of a 
million penitents a year’’ have come to St. 
Francis of Assisi since the friars began 
counting again in 1969. 


In addition, more than 400,000 receive 
Holy Communion each year at St. Francis. 
The confessional figures are read by a priest 
who tabulates them from mechanical 
counters attached to kneelers in the 
confessionals of the upper and lower 
churches. 


ONE OF THE friars, Father Firmin 
Rankin, OFM, in charge of records at the 
church, rediscovered the confessional- 
counters early in 1969 and began to keep 
track. He had expected to find readings of 
“‘perhaps a couple of hundred confessions a 
day.”’ 


Instead he learned that the number of 
people seeking solace and spiritual direction 
from the friars is closer to 1,000 a day, with 
annual totals of 275,958 in 1970, 290,384 in 
1971, 301,162 in 1972 and 288,137 in 1973. 


Only in the forties, before Vatican II (the 
last time the counters were used), were more 
confessions heard in the 130-year-old 
landmark church, the friars believe. 


The friars ‘‘work’’ an almost 15-hour day 
seven days a week in the confessional. They 
go from 6:45 in the morning intil 9 at night 


weekdays, and from 9 a.m. to 7:30 p.m. 
Sundays. 


. Names of men on duty and their hours are 
on rosters at both entrances to the church, 
and in the office. Confessors available range 
from one in the early hours, to three during 
normal hours, five or six during commuter 
rush hours, and as many as 12 on the last 
few days before Christmas and in Holy 
Week. 


DAYS AND HOURS are also posted for 
friars who hear confessions in Spanish, 
Portuguese, German and French. 


“*People still see a value in the Sacrament 
of Penance,’’ says Father Felice, ‘‘and they 
appreciate finding confessors who want to 
help them grow in a Christian life. It gives 
them the opportunity for a more personal 
approach perhaps than they are able to take 
in their home parishes.”’ 


The Franciscans, anxious to avoid 
criticism of their hard-working diocesan 
fellow-priests, are aware that the anonymity 
of confessing to a friar in Manhattan plays 
its part in attracting penitents to 31st Street. 


LENT AND the Christmas season are the 
busiest times at St. Francis of Assisi. Then, 
there are about 30,000 confessions a month, 
compared with a normal 20,000. The low 
point, about 15,000, is in January, which the 
friars say is due partly to bad weather. 


Of the decline in confessions except at a 
full-service church such as St. Francis of 
Assisi, Father Felice says, ‘‘I regret that I do 
not think the new norms on the Sacrament of 
Penance will of themselves reverse that 
decline. 


“The greatest good coming from these 
changes will be a revival of a sense of 
sin—communal and personal—and also the 
revival of a sense of the mercy of living God, 


_ present in people’s lives to help them grow. 


Under the new norms penitents may come to 
understand better that sin is not necessarily 
a thing to kill them but a thing to help them 
grow. : 


“They will come to see their lives and 
their difficulties as moments of real growth _ 
and not simply as incidents of weakness, 
much less ‘pure failure,” Father Felice 
concludes.

HE ALSO called. efforts to 
impose restrictive population 
policies on nations ‘‘a new 
form of warfare’ designed to 
deprive some countries of 
their ‘‘just share of- the 
earth’s goods.”’ 


Secretary Butz following 
the food conference dismis- 
sed the Pope’s views on 
population control saying, 
“He no playa the game; he 
no maka the rules.” 


In a telegram to President 
Gerald Ford following the 
incident, Msgr. Eugene V. 
Clark, archdiocesan com- 
munications director, de- 
manded Butz apologize and 
resign following his ‘‘crude, 
pointed insult.’’ 


MSGR. CLARK told the 
President: ‘‘Pope Paul, 
whose honest concern for the 
starving of the world. is 
uniquely informed, reliable 
and responsible to the needs 
of the people of Africa and 
Asia, has now had his pleas 
for immediate relief of starv- 
ing people answered by 
ethnic mockery and vulgar 
religious prejudice on the 


highest level of the United 
States government. 


“If Mr. Butz can speak 
this way and remain in your 
cabinet, Catholics, Italo-A- 
mericans and the starving 
people of the world will all 
know how poorly they are 
esteemed by your adminis- 
tration.”’ 


The day after the telegram 
was sent, Butz issued a 
statement saying he never 
intended ‘“‘to impugn the 
motives or the integrity of. 
any religious group, ethnic 
group or religious leader,’’ 
adding that it was ‘“‘unfortu- 
nate.”’ 


President Ford personally 
rebuked Butz, summoned 


-him to the White House and 


told him the statement was 
inadequate and that he 
should “‘apologize to any and 
all individuals who may have 
been offended.”’ 

A few minutes later, Butz 
reissued the statement with 
the addition: ‘‘I sincerely 
apologize for any part I 
played’’ in the controversy.

Bishops call for 
farm labor bills 


. WASHINGTON — The 
bishops of the western re- 
gion, including California, 
sponsored a resolution at the 
annual meeting of bishops 
here calling for legislation 
affecting farm labor “that 
will be just to all parties.”’ 
They said “‘the evil has gone 
on far too long.’’ 

Introduced by Bishop 
Hugh Donohoe of Fresno and 
with the unanimous support 
of the bishops’ committee on 
farm labor and the bishops of 
region XI (western), the 
resolution called attention to 
the ‘‘seriousness of the 
problem and the urgency for 
its solution.”’ 

“It is a national scandal 
that at both the federal and 
state level sufficient pressure 
is not being brought to bear 
on legislators to pass legisla- 
tion that will be just to all 
parties,’’ said the resolution. 

The bishops called for 
legislation that ‘‘must assure 
the farm workers the right to 
elections by secret ballot of a 
union of their own choice.
